The chief of B rita in ’s labor gov­ 
ernment spoke at a party ra lly in 
this shipbuilding 
center, 
where 
Communists have much 
of 
their 
strength in Britain. 
A ttlee declared the vast m ajori­ 
ty of Britons favored the Atlantic 
pact, w hich he said is “ purely de- 
l elusive.” 
Those who are against the pact, 
lie said, “ are the Communists and 
their fellow travelers, and a few 
eccentrics whose hostility to 
the 
United 
States 
blinds 
them 
to 
reality.” 
“ The responsibility for dividing 
ti l' world rests squarely 
on

shoulders of

Bu t backers of the second install­ 
ment on the M arshall plan insist 
they have the votes to block any 
major slash. 
Rep. Preston (D -G a.) told re­ 
porters he is going to try for a re­ 
duction of around IO per cent, or 
about $500,000,000. Rep. Law rence 
H. Sm ith 
(R -W is.) 
already had 
announced he would 
attempt 
a 
sim ilar cut, applied a little d if­ 
ferently. 
And Rep. Taber (R-N. Y .) said 
the program could stand a trim ­ 
ming of more than 20 lier cent — 
something beyond S I,OOO,OOO.OOO. 
There w ere sim ilar efforts in 
the senate to cut the $5,580,000,000 
authorization hut they failed. 
Even the house people who want 
to lower the amount say they fa v­ 
or aid to western Europe for an­ 
other 15 months. 
And many of 
those who are against a bill of any 
size concede they are going to get 
licked. 
“ I'm going to vote against it,” 
Rep. Hoffman (R-M ich.) rem ark­ 
ed. “ But I don’t think I'll make a 
speech. W h a t’s the use?” 
The house moved today's ses­ 
sion up an hour, to 11 a. rn. (E S T ), 
to polish off 50 minutes of debate 
and then start tho hill through the 
amending process. 
A vote on passage was possible 
late today, and that was the goal. 
But many members figured the 
decision would go over at least 
I’vtil tomorrow.

Booth 
also 
was 
known as a 
patron of the arts and was found- i 
er of the Cranbrook Foundation, j 
This, situated on his rolling estate 
in Bloomfield H ills north of Dc- J 
troit, includes an 
art 
academy, I 
boys’ and girls’ schools, science in­ 
stitute, prim ary school and a mas- j 
sive church. 
The Michigan newspaper mag­ 
nate was born in Toronto, Out . in 
1864, and moved with hi? fam ily 
to Detroit in 1831. 
He was operating a small iron 
foundry when he m arried Miss E l­ 
len W arren Scripps, daughter of 
the founder of the Detroit News, 
Jam es E. Scripps. 
In 1888 Booth sold the foundry 
and became business manager of 
the News at a salary of

Taxpayers M oney

Secretary of Agriculture Uran­ 
ium was called as the first witness 
at a meeting of the House

culture committee today, to 
ans­ 
wer questions about the plan. He 
sketched the program at 
a 
joint 
meeting of the Senate and House 
agriculture committees last Thurs- 
The big question is: “ How much 
would it cost the taxpayers*’” 
The proposed 
program 
has 
a 
two-fold aim: ( I ) 
cheaper 
food 
juices for consumers 
and 
larger 
supplies, and (2) a minimum 
in­ 
come designed 
to 
keep 
farmers 
fairly prosperous. 
Repayment Opposed 
It 
would 
m a k e 
two 
major 
changes from 
the 
present 
pro­ 
grams. It would stop government 
purchase of meats, milk, 
poultry 
products, and of some fruits 
and 
vegetables to kecj) producer prices 
at levels determined to he fair 
Instead, it would 
allow 
prices 
to moxa' up and down freely tin­ 
der influence of supply and 
de­ 
mand. When the price 
failed 
to 
bring tile producer 
the 
desired 
return, the government would pay 
him the difference in the form of 
a chee k. 
The payment plan 
of 
supple­ 
menting farm income is 
opposed 
by two major farm organizations, 
the Am erican Farm Bureau Fed­ 
eration and the National Grange. 
They contend that the 
farmer - 
like labor 
and 
industry -should 
receive 
his 
full 
return 
at 
the 
marketplac e. 
The government-pavment plan, 
they say, puts the farm er at 
the 
m ercy of government controls and 
m a k e s
